SIR, 

I Received this Jail Pofl: from my worthily efteemed 
Friend Mr. Maurice Jones, Re&or of DblGelheui 
the following Account of the burning of feveral Ricks 
of Hay and Houfes, and alfo the Poyfoning of the Grate, 
Co as to render it Mortal to the Cattle that feed upon 
it, by a kindled Exhalation, or Ignis Fatttus. Be pleated 
to take it in his own words : 

1 This Letter contains no Anfwer to your Queries a- 
' about the Locufts, for I am wholly intent ac p eflnt 

* upon giving you the beft Account I can of a rroft 
'Difmal and Prodigious Accident at Hanech in this 

* County the beginning of theft Holy-days. It is of 

* the unaccountable firing of Sixteen Ricks of Hay, and 

* two Barns, whereof one was full of Corn, the other 
' of Hay. I call it unaccountahle, becaufe 'tis evident 

* they were not burnt by common Fire, but by a kind- 
' led Exhalation, which was often fecn to come from 
' r*'.- Sea. Of the duration whereof I cannot at pre* 
' fen: give you any certain Account, but am fatisfled it 
' laded at ieaft a Fortnight or three Weeks; and annoy'd 
' the C untry as well by Poyfoning uheir Grafs as Firing 

* the Hay, for the fpaceof a Mile, or thereabouts. Such 

* as have fan. the Fire, fay, 'twas a blew weak Flame* 

* eaftly 
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c eafily extinguilh'd, and that it did not the feaft harm 
' to any of the Men who interposed their Endeavours 

* to lave the Hay, though they venu«red ( perceiving it 
' different from common Fire) not only dole to it, but 

* fometimes into it. All the Damage iufiauxd happen'd 
' conftantly in the Night. ^ I have enclofed a Catalogue 
1 of fuch as I have received certain Information of • 

* and have nothing to add, but thar there are thr-c: (rnall 
' Tenements in the lame Neighbour- hood (called Tydhm 

* Sibn Wyn) whereof the Grafs is fu infccled, thar it ab- 

* folutely kills all manner of Cattle that ictd upon ir. 
' The Grais has been Infe&tous thefe three Y r $. but 
' not throughly Fatal till this laff. Pray find me wi h 
1 all convenient faced your Friends Thoughts and your 

* own, of the Caufes, and if poffible, alio the Remedy 

* of this Surprizing phenomenon, &c.
